ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE 


MEDICAL  OFFICER  OF  HEALTH. 


To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 

Mold  Urban  District  Council. 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 


I have  pleasure  in  presenting  to  you  my  Report  on  the 
health  of  the  Urban  District  of  Mold  for  the  year  ended 
31st  December,  1951. 

Having  taken  up  my  appointment  on  1st  December, 
1951,  it  will  be  clear  that  I am  reporting  on  events  which 
took  place  before  my  arrival  in  the  area.  The  Report  is 
completed  from  the  statistics  supplied  by  the  Registrar 
General,  and  from  records  left  by  my  predecessor  and  friend, 
Dr.  T.  W.  Brindle,  who  resigned  to  take  up  an  appointment 
in  Cheshire  in  September,  1951.  The  task  has  been  rendered 
difficult  owing  to  the  resignation  of  the  Surveyor  and  Sanitary 
Inspector,  Mr.  G.  Horn,  in  October,  1951.  I am  grateful  to 
Mr.  Angus  Wynne,  your  pupil  Sanitary  Inspector  (now 
qualified)  for  the  provision  of  much  of  the  material  contained 
in  Sections  C,  D and  E. 

From  Table  I to  IV  it  will  be  seen  that  the  number  of 
live  births  was  131,  compared  with  140  in  1950  ; still  births 
remained  the  same  at  2 ; the  total  number  of  deaths  was  67, 
compared  with  69  in  1950  ; the  estimated  mid-year  popula- 
tion was  6,509,  one  hundred  greater  than  that  of  1950  ; one 
infant  under  one  year  died  as  in  1950,  and  that  infant  was 
under  4 weeks  of  age. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  diphtheria,  whooping  cough, 
meningitis  or  poliomyelitis. 

In  the  epidemic  of  Influenza,  Mold  was  not  as  badly  hit 
a’s  were  the  large  Urban  areas  of  Merseyside  and  only  one 
death  from  Influenza  was  reported.  The  country  as  a whole 
was  badly  affected.  The  disease  appears  to  have  converged 
upon  Merseyside,  particularly  Liverpool,  from  two  directions, 
across  country  from  the  East  Coast  and  from  the  South.  The 
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disease  affected  all  age  groups  of  the  population,  but  the  very 
young  and  the  very  old  suffered  most  from  complications 
such  as  pneumonia.  The  disease  was  most  prevalent  from 
December,  1950,  until  February,  1951. 

There  was  an  outbreak  of  measles  in  the  spring  totalling 
114  notifications.  The  incidence  of  the  complaint  over  the 
country  as  a whole  was  the  greatest  since  measles  became 
notifiaitle.  There  were  no  deaths  from  this  outbreak. 

There  were  no  deaths  from  pregnancy  or  childbirth,  and 
none  due  to  motor  accidents. 

Health  conditions  in  the  District  were  satisfactory.  As 
in  most  other  areas,  the  most  urgent  need  is  for  more  and 
more  houses.  The  largest  single  group  in  the  applicants  for 
houses  consists  of  young  couples  in  rooms. 

In  conclusion,  I wish  to  thank  the  Council  as  a whole, 
and  your  officers,  for  the  assistance  which  has  been  so  readily 
given  to  me,  since  I took  up  the  appointment.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 

FOR  THE  AREA. 

Officers — The  Officers  serving  the  Urban  District  during 
the  year  were  : —

This  service  is  maintained  by  close  liaison  between  the

Medical  Officer,  Health  Visitor/School  Nurses,  Tuberculosis 
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Health  Visitors,  Home  Helps  Organiser,  the  Welfare  De- 
partment, the  County  Health  Department  and  voluntary 
bodies,  including  associations  caring  for  the  blind  and  deaf, 
and  those  otherwise  handicapped. 

Vaccination  is  carried  out  by  general  medical  practi- 
tioners, but  it  may  be  done  by  the  Medical  Officer  on  request. 

National  Assistance  Act,  1948  (Section  47). 

(Removal  to  suitable  premises  of  persons  in  need  of  care 
and  attention).  No  cases  were  dealt  with  under  this  heading 
during  the  year. 

Hospitals. 

Hospital  accommodation  is  provided  by  the  Clwyd  and 
Deeside  Hospital  Management  Committee.  Mold  Cottage 
Hospital  remains  in  use  and  provides  services  for  local  resi- 
dents. Patients  are  admitted  to  other  hospitals  in  the  dis- 
trict, mainly  in  Wrexham  and  Chester. 

SECTION  C. 

Water  Supply. 

Mold  water  supply  is  provided  by  the  Mold  Undertak- 
ing of  the  Wales  Gas  Board.  The  reservoir,  situated  on  the 
eastern  slopes  of  Moel  Fammau,  and  built  towards  the  end 
of  last  century,  has  insufficient  storage  space  for  the  needs 
of  the  town.  With  the  continuing  growth  of  the  town,  and 
the  building  of  more  and  more  houses  the  problem  of 
drought  in  the  summer  months  will  become  more  acute. 
Land  is  available  for  the  building  of  a new  reservoir  but  it 
is  doubtful  whether  the  catchment  area  is  large  enough. 
During  drought  in  the  summer  months,  water  is  obtained 
from  the  Birkenhead  Corporation  water  supply.  It  may  be 
possible  in  the  future  to  obtain  more  water  from  this  source, 
especially  when  Birkenhead  Corporation  will  have  completed 
its  scheme  for  extraction  of  water  from  the  River  Dee.

Quality  of  Water  Supply — The  water  is  chlorinated  as  it 
leaves  the  reservoir. 

Bacteriological  examination  of  water — Water  samples  are 
examined  at  the  Public  Plealth  Laboratory,  Birkenhead.  24 
samples  were  taken  at  different  points  in  the  town  during 
the  year.  The  results  were

Chemical  Analysis  of  Water — No  complete  chemical 
analysis  of  water  was  made. 

Rivers  and  Streams. 

No  complaints  of  pollution  were  made. 

Schools. 

All  schools  are  regularly  visited. 

House  Refuse. 

Refuse  collection  is  carried  out  by  the  Authority’s  labour. 

Disposal  of  refuse  is  by  controlled  tipping. 

Nuisance  has  been  caused  by  uncontrolled  tipping  of 
animal  and  vegetable  refuse  bv  shopkeepers. 

Sewerage. 

The  sewage  disposal  works  are  of  insufficient  capacity 
for  the  size  of  the  district.  The  works  arc  frequently  over- 
loaded, especially  in  time  of  storm,  with  the  resulting  risk 
of  pollution  of  the  river  into  which  the  effluent  hows.  A 
scheme  has  been  approved  for  the  reconstruction  of  the 
works,  at  a cost  of  over  £30,000,  and  for  the  re-making  of 
certain  lengths  of  sewer.  No  extensions  were  made  during 
the  year.

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SECTION  D. 

Housing. 

During  the  year,  28  Council  Houses  and  22  privately 
built  houses  were  erected.  63  more  Council  Houses  were  in 
course  of  erection.  Of  four  hundred  applicants  for  Council 
Houses,  61  per  cent,  were  in  rooms,  13  per  cent,  were  over- 
crowded  tenant  families,  16  per  cent,  were  in  substandard 
houses,  and  10  per  cent,  were  special  cases. 

SECTION  E. 

Inspection  and  Supervision  of  Food — Regular  inspec- 
tions of  food  premises  were  made.  All  premises  were  satis- 
factory as  to  lighting,  ventilation  and  drainage.  In  a few 
cases,  lack  of  cleanliness  was  apparent.  The  owners  were 
warned  and  conditions  improved. 

Byelaws  concerning  the  handling  of  food  were  brought 
into  operation  this  year.  All  premises  where  food  is  handled 
were  inspected  regularly. 

Generally,  those  whose  occupation  involves  handling  of 
food  are  co-operative,  and  suggestions  made  in  the  interests 
of  improved  hygiene  are  well  received. 

Ice  Cream. 

All  samples  of  Ice  Cream  taken  during  the  year  were 
Grade  1.  Most  of  the  Ice  Cream  sold  in  the  district  is  manu- 
factured in  factories  situated  in  other  areas  and  it  is  pre- 
packed. The  standard  of  cleanliness  of  ice  cream  is  satis- 
factory. 

Milk. 

The  quality  of  milk  from  the  point  of  view  of  composi- 
tion is  the  responsibility  of  the  County  Council  as  the  Food 
and  Drugs  Authority.  Most  of  the  milk  sold  in  the  district 
is  supplied  by  a large  firm  outside  the  district,  and  this  milk 
is  all  heat  treated.  There  are  three  producer-retailers  in  the 
district.  They  are  supervised  by  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture 
and  Fisheries.

Tables  XV  and  XVI  show  that  there  was  a sharp  outbreak 
of  measles  during  the  year  mainly  affecting  children  between 
one  and  nine  years. 

There  were  no  cases  of  Infantile  Paralysis  (Poliomyelitis), 
nor  of  Diphtheria.  There  was  no  outbreak  of  food  poisoning 
during  the  year.
